2. Discussion and Approval of Independent Medical Examiners for the Commission 

 

Title 85A O.S. § 112 requires the Workers’ Compensation Commission to create, maintain, 

and review a list of licensed physicians who shall serve as independent medical examiners 

(“IME”). The Commission shall, to the best of its ability, include the most experienced and 

competent physicians in the specific fields of expertise utilized most often in the treatment of 

injured employees. The period of qualification for physicians shall be two (2) years. 

 

The Commission considered approving the list of physicians presented at the meeting that have 

been vetted by the Executive Director and recommended to have the applications approved. 

 

Motion: Commissioner Tilly moved to approve the proposed independent medical 

examiner.

3. Request to Fully Release the Security Deposit for Hudiburg Auto Group, Former Own 

Risk Permit #17922 

 

Hudiburg Auto Group (“the Company”), former own risk permit #17922, was a self-insured 

employer in the Own Risk program until April 1, 2020. The Company petitioned the 

Commission to fully release the Company’s security deposit on file. The Commission held a 

$100,000 Letter of Credit, issued by FNB Community Bank, as security deposit. 

 

All claims have been closed out and they all have passed the statute of limitations for 

reopening. The Company complied with Commission Rule 810:25-9-19.
